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Sir: 



The Examiner included a Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance in the Notice of Allowability dated June 5, 2002 
in the above- identified patent application. As part of that 
statement, the Examiner stated (on page 3 of the Notice of 
Allowability) that "none of the prior art of record 
anticipates or renders obvious [certain] recited features" 
and then went on to set forth two limitations from 
applicants 1 claims as quotes. However, the "quotes" are not 
exact, and to the extent that the language set forth by the 
Examiner in the form of a quote differs from the actual 
claim limitations, applicants respectfully submit that their 
invention should be limited only by the claim language 
itself and not by the inexact quotes that appear in the 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance. Accordingly, applicants 




respectfully request that the Examiner reissue the Statement 
of Reasons for Allowance using exact quotes from the claims. 



To assist the Examiner, applicants set forth in 
the table below their claim limitations as compared to the 
language "quoted" in the Statement of Reasons for Allowance:
